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Borden Declares Canada Has 
Freedom of Action as to Methods 
of Co-operating With the Empire 


This Provided for at Imperial War Conference—Conclusions of Great | 


Moment Reached and Further Important Decisions Must Be 
Made Before Close of Present Year—Direct Communication Be- 
tween Premiers of Dominions and British Premier 


OTTAWA, Aug. 25.—‘‘The Canadian 
‘epresentatives,” declared Sir Robert 
Borden today, referring in the course 
of an interview to the work of the 
Imperial war conference, ‘carried out 
a definite policy of preserving complete 
freedom of action to the government 
and parliament of Canada in the policy 
and methods to be adopted for co- 
operation with other parts of the em- 
pire in any common purpose.” 

All were impressed, the prime m!n- 
ister said, with the thoroughness of 
the Canadian military organization and 
with the earnestness and devotion of 
officers and men in the discharge of 
their duties. 

“The magnificent epirits and effici- 
ency of the Canadian army corps,” he 
proceeded, ‘‘were never more manifest 
than in the signal victory which they 
recently won in the successful offensive 
of a few weeks ago. Striking on a 
wide front they penetrated the German 
lines during the first two days to a 
depth never equailed on either side in 
a like period.” 

“During our stay in England,” Sir 
Robert said, ‘‘my colleagues and I were 
actively and exclusively occupied in 
public affairs. The work of the Im- 
perial war conference, a summary of 
which has already been made public, 
covered a great variety of subjects. In 
some instances definite and final con- 
clusions were reached; in another class 
committees representing Great Britain 
and the self-governing Dominions and 
India were set to investigate the re- 
ports; in still another case resolutions 
were passed recommending to the con- 
sideration of each government reports 
from departments or from commis- 
sions already established. With respect 
to the subjects embraced in these two 
classes, ,ve Canadian represe ves 
handed out a definite policy of pre- 
serving freedom of action to the goy- 
ernment an@ parliament of Canada in 
the policy and methods to be adopted 
for co-operation with other parts of 
the empire in any common purpose. 

Questions Related to War 

“Nearly all the conclusions reached 
in the Imperial war cabinet were of a 
confidential or secret nature and there- 
fore cannot be made public. They had 
a very intimate relation to the conduct 
of the war in the various theatres. 
Unity of action, further preparation, 
co-operation in the utilization of re- 
sources, the most effective employment 
of striking power whether on land, at 
sea or in the air—these and many 
other cognate subjects were under 
most close and prolonged consideration 
from first to last, with the assistance 
and advice of the highest experts. Con- 
clusions of great moment were reached 
and before the close of the present 
year further important decisions must 
necessarily be taken. Several of these 
subjects were specially considered by a 
committee of the Imperial war cabinet, 
consisting of the prime ministers of 
the United Kingdom and of the 'Do- 
minions, together with General Smuts, 
representing the prime minister of 
South Africa, Lord Milner, as secre- 
tary of war, was also a member, The 
deliberations of this committee con- 
tinued up to the moment of my de- 
parture and even then had not been 
absolutely concluded, 

Britain's Mighty War Effort 

“From these labors one gathers a 
vivid realization of Britain's mighty 
effort in this war. Not only in the 
creation and organization of immense 
armies but in its aid to all countries in 
furnishing them with absolutely essen- 
tial supplies and with means of trans- 
portation, in providing equipment, 
munitions and implements of war, can- 
non, rifles, tanks, aeroplanes of a hun- 
dred different types, in the world-wide 
scope of naval operations covering the 
immensity of the oceans, in the suc- 
cessful warfare against the submarine 
menace and in the construction of in- 
numerable war craft and merchant 
ships, the effort has been stupendous, 
To give but one illustration, sixty per 
cent. of the immense armies that have 
left the shore of the United States

“Useful arrangements have been es- 
tablished for direct eommunication be- 
tween the prime ministers of the do- 
minions and the prime minister of the 
United Kingdom. While the repre- 
sentatives of the Dominions are in 
London such communication takes 
place around the council board; during 
their absence that communication will 
still be possible through the arrange- 
ments which make continuous council 
possible with a minimum of delay. 

“Besides the work of the war con- 
ference and the war cabinet, my col- 
leagues and I took up matters with 
many departments of the British gov- 
ernments, which could not be effec- 
tively or thoroughly dealt with by cor- 
respondence, Among the departments 
with which important subjects were 
discussed I may mention the war office, 
the admiralty, the ministry of ship- 
ping, the ministry of food, the ministry 
of nationai service, ihe ministry of the 
air force and the ministry of muni- 
tions. The organization of the Cana- 
dian Expeditionary Force, both in 
Great Britain and in France, and more 
effective co-operation with the depart- 
ment of militia and defence were also 
discussed at several conferences with 
Sir Edward Kemp. Very useful pro- 
gress was made and valuable results 
attained. All of us were impressed 
with the thoroughness of the Canadian 
military organization and with the 
earnestness and devotion of officers and 
men. 

“Although the submarine menace is 
still with us and is not to be disre- 
garded, one could not fall to notice the 
marked improvement in conditions as 
compared with those of 18 months 


ago. 
¥s Army’s Magnificent Work 

“The magnificent spirit and effi- 
ciency of the Canadian army corps 
were never more manifest than in the 
signal victory which they recently won 
in the successfful offensive of a few 
weeks ago. Striking on a wide front 
they penetrated the German lines dur- 
the first two days to a depth never 
equalled on either side in the like 
period. 

“The training of the troops in Great 
Britain is proceeding most satisfac- 
torily. I visited camps at Bramshott, 
Frensham Pond, Wylié and Seaford, as 
well as some forestry camps in Great 
Britain and several railway camps in 
France. The railway construction 
corps and the forestry corps are ex- 
ceedingly efficient,,and both of them 
are giving remarkably fine service. 
The same is true of the army medical 
service. I visited many of the hos- 
pitals both in England and in France. 
Among these I saw the remains of the 
Canadian hospital at Etaples, which 
had been bombed by the Germans, and 
« Red Cross hospital for nurses at 
Buxton. I had the privilege of seeing 
sixteen of the splendid women who 
wer present when the barbarous at- 
tacks upon the hospitals at Etaples 
and Boullens were made, where they 
were carrying on their mission of 
mercy. Several of them were suffer- 
ing from wounds and others from 
shock, but every one of them was 
ready and willing to take up her work 
again regardless of danger. 

“Canadian residents in London have 
been indefatigable and devoted in car- 
ing for the welfaré and comfort of our 
men, Many additions to these that I 
have mentioned are laboring unceas- 
ingly in that good work. 

“We are glad to return to important 
duties in Canada and appreciate the 
difficulty and magnitude of the ques- 
tions which my colleagues were called 
upon to deal with during my ab- 
sence,” 


RHINE POPULATION 
EXPECT INVASION 


Many Families Preparing To 
Leave Country For Central 
Germany. 


London, Aug. 24—-The German pop- 
ulation along the Rhine expects an 
allied invasion, in the opinion of a 
Dutch woman of German descent, who 
has just returned to Amsterdam from 
visiting realtives in a small village 
near Bonn, on the Rhine. In a state- 
ment to the Amsterdam correspondent 
of the Daily Express she said:— 

“The impression gathered from what 
I saw and heard in Germany was 
one of real despair, In spite of what 
thfe newspapers say or do not say, the 
German retirement in the west is 
making the worst possible impression 
especially along the Rhine. The people 
there know that they will be the first 
to be hit If the allles come over. 

“The idea that German soil is to re- 
main inviolate to the last has disap- 
peared completely and on the Rhine 
everybody expects a foreign invasion 
sooner or later, Many families are 
preparing to leave for central Ger- 
many. 

“The ravages of the allied aircraft 
are simply terrific. When you read 
‘There was some material damage,’ it 
means that whole streets were torn 
up with a heavy casualty list to com- 
plete the picture.”

LONDON, Aug. 25.—The air min- 
istry'’s report on general activity says: 

“On the night of August 22-23, our 
squadrons made a concentrated at- 
tack on hostile airdromes at Folpers- 
weiler, on which eight tons of bombs 
were dropped. Several large sheds 
and hangars were set on fire. 

“One of our machines attacked the 
chemical factory at Saaralben (Lor- 
raine), where excellent results were 
obtained. Fires and explosions were 
seen after the attack. Various rail- 
Ways and other targets were also 
bombed with good effect. Three of 
our machines are missing. 

“On the morning of August 23 our 
machines successfully attacked the 
hostile airdrome at Buhl (Alsace-Lor- 
raine), the railway junction at Treves 
was also attacked, and several bursts 
were observed in the station and on 
the railway. All our machines re- 
turned safely. 

“The machine previously reported 
missing on the night of August 18 has 
been located undamaged. 

“On Friday night, in spite of a| 
thunderstorm, our squadrons carried 
out raids against the hostile airdrome 
and the railway junction at Ehrange. 

“All our machines returned safely.” 


Excellent Results Obtaincd 


LONDON, Aug. 25.—The following 
communication was issued this even- 
ing by the air ministry: 

“On the 25th instant, our machines 
successfully attacked a hostile aire 
drome and the railway etations at 
Bettembourg and Luxembourg.

Do Good Work with Troops 

LONDON, Aug. 25.-—A supplement- 
ary report on aerial operations, deal- 
ing mainly with activities over the 
zone of the present offensive issued 
tonight, says: 

“On August 23 our machines co- 
operated closely throughout the day 
with our troops in the battle area, 
keeping in touch with their advance 
and reporting enerny movements, Ob- 
servation for aerial fire by balloons 
and airplanes was carried on as usual. 
Our low flying squadrons constantly 
attacked with machine gun fire and 
bombs the German infantry, wagons 
and guns, throwing them into confu- 
sion, Our squadrons co-operating 
with tanke silenced enemy batteries 
which were impeding our advance, 

“A bombing raid on the German 
airdrome at Cantin, southeast of 
Douai, was carried out by some of our 
scouts and escorting machines. Sev- 
eral of the hangars were set on fire 
by direct hits, and machine gun fire 
was opened from a very low height on 
troops and transport nearby. 

“An enemy machine which attack- 
ed our raiders was shot down. All 
our machines engaged in raids re- 
turned safely. 

Twelve Planes Destroyed 

“A total of 26 tons of bombs were | 
dropped by our airmen during the} 
day. Twelve enemy machine were 
destroyed by us in air fighting and 
two more were brought down by fire 
from the ground. Three other hos- 
tile machines were driven down out 
of control.

“On the flanks of this attack English 
troops gained possession of Ireles and 
advanced in the direction of Sapignies, 
overcoming strong hostile resistance at 
Irles and east of Bihucourt. 

“On the left of the battlefront Eng- 
lish and Scottish divisions and the 
Guards are fighting on the front of 
Mory, Croliselies and Neuville Vitase, 
and have captured 6t. Leger, Henin- 
SurConjeul and the hill east of the 
latter vi'la 

“No estimate of captives can yet be 
given. 

“On the remainder of the front, euc- 
cessful attacks have taken place north 
of the Bcarpe we have captured a sec- 
tion of the German front line north- 
east of Pam pees, with a few prisoners. 

“North of the La Basse canal we 
captured the old British front line east 
and northeast of Givenchy and made 
all objectives. During the night our 
patrols occupied Neuf Berquin, where 
a number of German dead were found 
by our troops 

“This morning we advanced our line 
north of Bailleul on a front of a mile, 
capturing some 60 prisoners, A coun- 
ter-attack attempted by the enemy 
during the afternoon was crushed by 
our artillery,” 


NO FEWER THAN 15 HUN STRONGHOLDS

“Combats in the air were numerous 
and twenty German airplanes and 
eight balloons were destroyed. Four 
hostile machines were driven down out 
of control, Three of our machines are 
missing. 

“There was further heavy bombing 
at night, a total of nineteen tons of 
bombs being discharged upon selected 
targets, of which the railway junctions 
at Valenciennes, Souain, Douai and 
Cambrai were the chief ones, All our 
night flying airplanes returned eafely, 
and one of them brought down a large 
enemy night bombing machine on our 
side of the line.”

ernments for supplies for the army. 
Owing to the short crop they are go 
ing to find it difficult to fulfil these| 
contracts. They are therefore offer- 
ing much higher prices to the grow- 
ers than they have been offering in 
the past and as {t {s much easter for 
the grower to sell and deliver to the 
factory than to outside markets, there 
is a strong probability of the factories 
getting a much larger portion of the 
crop than usual unless the consumers 
of the prairie provinces show suffict- 
ent activity in buying to warrant the 
continued shipment to the pratrie 
markets

Who Wants to Vote? 


Only eight thousand citizens 
have thus far qualified for voting 
at the civic elections, by register- 
ing.

The proportion of citizens 
who turn out to register, and thus

Germans Putting Up Strong 


Paris, Aug. 24.—The French troops 
| on the southern part of the tattle line 
apparently are taking a brief breath- 
ing spell after days of continuous 
fighting under a boiling sun, leaving 
the British to go ahead with the of- 
fensive movement. This is in accord- 
ance with the Foch system of etriking 
first on one sector and then on another 
section of the line. 

The Germans on the part of the 
front along the Divette, between Las- 
signy and the Oise, appear to be put- 
ting up stout resietance.
